on California automobiles,

Palm Springs for a while be­ 
cause the m anufacturer has been 
unable to deliver them in tim e— 
but that does not mean th at m o­ 
torists will not have to pay their 
license and registration fees. The 
usual penalties w ill be assessed 
if the fees are not paid by Feb.

Motorists w ill be issued num ­ 
ber receipts w hen they pay their

Woman, Under Investigation After 


Many Officers' Letters Found, Says 


They Belong to Friend In Palm Springs 


Chief of Police Lyle J. Sanard Was this week checking the Palm

High Tribute Paid Railroads 
THE valiant work the railroads are doing for the 
war effort is known in a general way to most citi­ 
zens who, however, are prone to accept it as a 
matter of course. The long lean years they main­ 
tained service against increasing competition, the 
obstacles they overcame to rise to the nation’s need 
and the thing they are really accomplishing now, 
are insufficiently considered. 
A. B. West, president of the California Electric 
Power company set forth recently, the great work 
the railroads are doing in a concise way. Citing that 
his company, as all industry, is dependent on the 
efficient operation of the rail lines, he paid them 
the following tribute: 
“American railroads are recording one of the greatest accomplish­ 
ments of the war. They are doing it without government subsidies 
or loans. They are doing it with a minimum of delay, confusion, and 
congestion. 
"The Southern Pacific system, as an example, has lost over 13,000 
men to the armed services. Their places had to be taken by women, 
old men, and green men. Nevertheless, the trains run. 
“The average freight train runs 56 per cent faster and carries 40 
per cent more tons than in-1920. This figures out a gain in efficiency 
of 220 per cent. 
“The increase in rail freight since 1941 is greater than the total 
freight handled by all trucks, all inland waterways, all pipe lines, 
all airways, and all ships on the Great Lakes in that same year of 
1941. 
"The railroads are moving a ton of freight three miles for less 
than the cost the government charges you for delivering a one ounce 
letter to the next town—and the Post Office Department loses money 
at that! 
"This outstanding record is only one of many accomplishments 
of our Free Enterprise System, which is making possible the win­ 
ning of the war."

I Rise to Remark

The end of the column lastatrem ely interesting designation of 
week prevented my including the 
third of the quotations. These are 
quotations I w ant to be sure are 
recorded on history's pages, for 
the edification of that generation 
to come, w hich as I said last week 
will undoubtedly refer to the 
years 1933 to 1943 as “the incred­ 
ible decade.” As history’s self­ 
appointed 
little helper, I now 
subm it the third quotation. 
The packers had been m eeting 
with the food adm inistration for 
weeks. Prom ises had been made 
them by the executives desig­ 
nated by the OPA and the W ar 
Food A dm inistration to carry on 
these negotiations. D efinite com­ 
m itm ents had been made. I now 
quote from Judge Vinson’s opin­ 
ion, as a one-m an court of final 
decision, betw een the agencies 
and the president. The decision in 
brief was th at the packer would 
not be entitled to help from the 
United S tates if he had made a 
profit in the process of packing. 
This is th e p art of the decision I 
do not w ant overlooked: 
“I am aw are (said Judge Vin­ 
son) of the prom ises and commit­ 
ments of OPA officials and have 
taken them 
into consideration, 
but these w ere the comm itments 
^ of m inor officials. In m y opinion 
^ they are w ithout standing or au­ 
thority, 
particularly 
w hen the 
Comm ander - in - Chief directs 
otherwise." 
History 
w i l l unquestionably 
w ant to record that statem ent. It 
says th at prem ises m ade by duly 
authorized executives of a gov­ 
ernm ent 
agency, 
dealing w ith 
American citizens, need not be 
kept, if the president "directs 
otherwise.” It 
applies 
the ex- 


“Commander-in-Chief” 
to 
t h e 
president, 
under 
circumstances 
when this title may not properly 
be applied under our Constitu­ 
tion. 
The President of the United 
States is Commander-in-Chief, in 
time of war, of the Army and of 
the Navy. He is not the Comman­ 
der-in-Chief of the civilians who 
are not in the army or navy, nor 
of the business men and women, 
nor the farmers, nor of the elec­ 
ted representatives of the free 
people of the United States. To 
call him so, under such circum­ 
stances, has a political sound. 
Perhaps I should rise to sub­ 
m it one final quotation. History 
has already recorded this one, in 
the House of Representatives, on 
January 3, 1867: 
"Though the President is Com­ 
mander-in-Chief, Congress is his 
commander. He shall learn that 
this 
is not 
a governm ent of 
kings and satraps, but a govern­ 
! m ent of the people, and that 
Congress is the people.” 
It is im portant that the people 
rem em ber this. It is m ore im ­ 
portant that the Congress re­ 
m em ber it, for Congress by creat­ 
ing these agencies w hich have 
taken power aw ay from Congress, 
and thus away from the people, 
m ust assume a greater responsi­ 
bility than the executive depart­ 
m ent, even w hen the latter has 
also taken over legislative func­ 
tions. The responsibility of sound 
legislation (or of corrective leg­ 
islation) is the responsibility of 
the Congress. It would be w ell for 
Congress 
to 
confine 
its 
New 
Y ears’ resolutions to th at theme.

friendly aircraft—the very w ea­ 
pons that are keeping the death 
and destruction of battle far from 
our land—presents an unw arrant­ 
ed hazard and nuisance. 
“As I have explained previously 
to the good citizens of

Springs, the aircraft flying 
over 
the city is a w ar-tim e necessity 
resulting from the accomplish­ 
m ent of a mission we have been 
charged to complete in the short­ 
est possible time.
